The new fleeces have a lux- 
urious texture and many have 
been sheared down to a soft vel- 
our-like bloom. — 

Designs range from clean-cut 
windowpanes and double-checks 
to colorful plaids worked out. in 
brilliant colors, Many of these are 
keyed to contrast or match yarn- 
dyed or piece-dyed plain fabrics 
sor monotone tweeds, Some of the 
smartest pattern fleeces for fall’s 
ensembles use a blackish oxford 
color with brilliantly colored 
plaids or checks. 

Brand new colors in the wool 
fleeces include sharp blues and 
jade greens. Top favorites return- 
ing are vivid reds, neutrals, ‘grav- 
ed blues and blondish tones. 

You may find these wool fleec- 
es in a widely varied price range. 
Miss Rann explains the reason 
for these variations although the 
materials may all be 100 percent 
wool fleece. Four factors influence 
the price. They are: the skill of 
the mill making the fabric; the 
number of finishing. processes or 
difficulty of steps required in 
manufacturing it; the skill of the 
apparel designer; and most impor- 
tant, the raw material used in the 
wool fleece. 

Wool fleece may come from 
such animals as the camel, vicuna, 
alpaca and the llama.
